Our government is a trifle different from 
that of England, and possibly the people of England may consider 
that we do not know enough to govern ourselves, but if it suits us, 
we do not see why England should lay awake nights worrying 
about the matter. 


So it is with the Filipinos. If they can go to bed nights feel- 


ing any happier because of the fact that they govern themselves, 
no matter whether that government be a better or a poorer one 
than we have given them, there is no reason why they should not 
be handed over the tiller and allowed to steer their ship of state in 
thei manner that •suits them ,best. And whether or not they can 
govern themselves properly, it is not the mission of this nation to 
look after them. If they make mistakes, they will find plenty of 
nations that will stand ready to correct them. They are -a small 
nation, and would have to toe the mark pretty close if they desired 
to escape with a whole skin. 


Then there is another reason why we think that they are 


equipped for self government. The people over there have estab- 
lished a press bureau and are sending out to other countries litera- 
ture on the matter of sejf government and other things that might 
prove of value to the country, which would indicate that they are 
right up to the minute with the politicians, railroad companies, 
meat packers, oil companies and other big enterprises of this 
country. Guess there must be a little brains tucked away some- 
where in the noodles of those 'brown fellows, even if we do not hap- 
pen to consider them right up to the standard of American states- 
men. 
If their ideals are not as high as ours, maybe their govern- 


ment will not be quite so good, but it may suit them just as well, 
and they are the ones to be satisfied.

Affected by Unrest in Europe. 


This latter condition of things is at- 


tributed by many to the unrest in cer- 
tain parts of Europe, where bolshevism 
seems to have affected the minds of 
thu people and to have made them be- 
lieve that happiness comes from doing 
I ho least amount of work possible, and 
this naturally leads, so it is said, to 
lliat further condition or state of mind 
which makes shirkers of men aud 
women.

which accompany accomplishment.
